who felt so secure in their position that j 
they were wont to refer to the post as 
the “Little Gibraltar." 

On July 14 General Wayne assent 
bled all his troops at Sandy Beach, 
and at that moment noDe of his sol- 
, diers knew the plans of their com- | 
mander. The following day the 
march began over a wilderness irai) 
and In perfect silenee. Not a man 
was allowed to leave the coluifm un 
der penalty of death. By 8 o’clock 
that night they were within one and 
one-half miles of the British fortress. 
Then the men were told of the desper- 
ate work ahead of them and the bat¬ 
tle order read. 

No mao was allowed to load bis 
musket, and the battle was to be won 
or lost with the bayonet alone. One 
portion of the order provided that any 
man found retreating a single foot 
was to be put to death at once. 

Close to midnight the order to ad 
vance was given. The fort was to !*■ 
attacked from all sides. Once In mo¬ 
tion General Wayne lost no time. The 
British opened fire with gnns, both 
great and small. Seventeen of the 
\ V twenty men; In one advance guard 
were shot down, but the companies in 
the rear eagerly pressed ou. Genera! 
Wayne himself, struck In the bead 
with a musket ball, fell sthnned. He 
recovered In a moment and, rising ou 
one knee, shouted: “March on! March 
on!" Then, turning to his aids he 
begged them to take him Into the fort 
so that If his wound was mortal he 
would die at. the head of his column. 

General Wayne’s wound drove his 
followers to a frenzy. They dashed 
up the hill and battered down all op¬ 
position. Colonel Fleury. a French 
officer In the American service, at the 
head of his determined band forced 
his way op the redoubt and as the 
soldiers poured Into the fort grnsj>ed 
the British flag and lowered it. The 
victory was complete. The British 
lost 53 killed and 543 taken prisoners, 
of whom 70 were wounded. The 
Americans lost 15 killed and hud 83 
wounded. It was one of the most 
daring and desperate incidents of any 
war. 

From every point of view the storminr 
Of Stony Point was a remarkable feat 
of arms, but back of the success of 
that night was a story of preparedness, 
the cause which has always l»een over, 
shadowed by the brilliancy of the re¬ 
sult Geneva] Wayne had trained bis 
men, stimulated their pride, enforced 
rigid discipline, had them at the po!nt 
of attack at the right moment and 
then with Inspiring valor led them. 

The victory at Stony Point naturally 
aroused a tremendous enthusiasm, and 
it came at the right time. The coun¬ 
try was depressed if not quite discour- | 
aged, and Stony Point was like a tonic. I 
It gave the people more strength, more 
courage and at a time when they sad¬ 
ly needed It Not only did General j 
Wayne receive official recognition, but j 
be was In receipt of hundreds of con¬ 
gratulatory letters expressing popular 
and professional opinion. — Chicago 
News.
